At the adjourned meeting of the city 
council Thursday evening there w 
a great amount of oratory by attor- 
neys retrarcing the legality of the mas. 
ter of awarding contracts for street 
paving. Those taking part in the dis- 
cussion were City Solicitor Joseph Mc- 
Dowell and Attorney Merrell, the 
latter representing Contractor Berry, 
of BeJIaire, aad the city solicitor, rep- 
resenting tbe council. 


Tbe cause of all this argument was 
the fact that in caucus early in the 
evening, and which las.ed up until 
about S o'clock, it had been decided 
that Contractor Kissaer.of Coshocton, 
should have the contract lor the 
Chestnut, Main and 
Cherry street 
paving work. Attorney Merrell, upon 
the making of a motion by one of -he 
members of council/ tbat Contractor 
Kissner be awarded the contract, 
jumped to his feet and announced in 
substance that the contract was not 
being awarded in -ofapliance with the 
terms as ad vert is- J and in compliance 
with tbe statute 
regulating the 
awarding cf contracts, in that it was 
not being awarded to the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder. 


The motion which created the long 


discussion offered t»y the attorneys 
provided that the contract be a warded 
as soon as tbe bond is properly filed 
and the funds aie ih treasury there- 
for. 


LAWSUIT TALKED OF. 


Attorney Merrell in his opening re- 
marks stated thac he presumed that 
council wished to award a legal con- 
tract: tbat he believed the duties of 
corncil were to be that in- giving tbe 
people the best and cheapest pavement 
in this case, possible-Pie continued by 
saying that Mr. Berry will insist on 
his rights, he being the lowest bidder, 
but we don't desire to resort to the 
courts.

City Solicitor McDowell had at- 
tempted to interrupt Attorney Mer 
rell several times, and for awhile the 
argument was entirely of a legal na- 
ture being on legal points, etc., before 
Mr. Merrell was allowed to continue 
with h:5 statement to council. 


Solicitor McDowell was asked who 
he represented in this case and he re- 
plied by saying "I represent the city 
of Coshoctoa." He continued by re- 
lating the terms of the advertisement 
to be that the council has the power 
to reject any or all bids, and in cau- 
cus they hart decided to do xvhat the 
members thought best.in awarding the 
c mtract to Mr. Kissner. which he said 
was not dene because he was a home 
man.
